Chicago, June 21.—(/)—Uneasi- 

ness over black rust gave the wheat 

market an upward trend most of the 


time today. For the first time this 
season, presence of rust in the spring 
crop belt was reported. Likelihood 
of more rain in the harvest region 
southwest counted also as a_ bullish 
influence. 

Closing quotations on wheat were 
unsettled, at the same as yesterday’s 
finish to 1-2 cent higher, with corn 
b-4 cent to 1 3-4 cents down, oats un- 
thanged to 1-2 cent off and provisions 
varying from 5 cents decline to a 
rise of 10 cents. 


Announcement that black rust had 
been found in three fields of wheat 
near Mitchell, S. D., was made just 
before trading began today, and the 
market responded with an immediate 
upturn in prices. 

Although black rust is more or less 
prevalent every year in spring wheat, 
today’s news that the plague was al- 
ready apparent gave some _ traders 
enough of a shiver to keep values 
pointing upward as a rule, even in 
the face of rather active selling on 
the part of houses with connections 
northwest. Considerable of the buy- 
ing was ascribed to foreigners, but 
European demand was almost entirely 
for future deliveries, and not for wheat 
to be shipped at once. Some domestic 
hard winter wheat, however, was dis- 
posed of to France, and it was noticed 
that late in the day the Winnipeg 
market showed relative strength. 


Corn was under decided selling pres- 
sure, and dropped to the lowest prices 
which September and December deliv- 
eries have reached this season. Fine 
weather in the corn was an incentive 
to bears. The Argentine corn crop 
was oificially estimated at 305,000,000 
bushels against 300,000,000 bushels a 
month ago. Oats sympathized with 
corn. 


Scattered selling eased the provision 
market, despite an upturn in the value 
of hogs.

The early map didn’t show much rain- 
fall but the detailed reports issued after 
10 a. m. listed heavy rain at many points 
in Oklahoma, northeast Texas, Arkansas, 
southeast Missouri and Tegnessee. On top 
of this the weather bureau predicts general 
showers in all sections except west Texas 
and the southeast. 

There was a steady stream: of unfavor- 
able crop reports coming to market all day 
from practically every section of the belt 
except central Texas aed the Carolinas. 
Many also told of weevil. Temperatures 
generally above 100 in Panhandle and hot 
winds were playing havoc with crops there. 
The crop is losing ground in a month when 
it usually gains. Speculation is broadening 
and promises to broaden further if the rains 
spread to the east as predicted. In that 
event the market should work higher.
